For the first time the commission I 
has made sweeping use of the pow­ 
er to suspend rates given it by the 
new’ railroad law. In one cace it was 
used in favor of the railroads and in 
two cases against them. 
The commission declared its in­ 
tention to suspend from time to time] 
all the general freight rate increase® 
proposed by railroads. 
This affects practically every rail-' 
road system in the country, except1 
those in the southeast. It means the 
suspension of 11,000 tariffs, some of; 
which comprise thousands of pro-* 
posed increases in rates. 
It is indicated that some of these 
rates will be approved by the com-: 
mission to take effect August I. The 
hulk of the rates will be suspended, 
pending investigation, for 120 days 
from the time that they were to take 
effect.

The increased 
cost of the

least have been partly due to the 
higher values established by the in­ 
creased cost of farm m achinery, and 
the increased price of labor due to 
the -better inducem ents offered for 
it by highly protected 
industries. 
W e know th a t high 
tariff m eans 
higher wages, even although, as we 
have repeatedly pointed out in these 
colum ns, wages do not advance as 
rapidly as th e cost of living. 
Reduced fertility 
of lands is in 
part a resu lt of overprotecting the 
farm er. 
He would 
adopt 
better 
m ethods of fertilization 
on lower 
prices for w hat 
he produces, and 
tru st to th e larger yield per acre 
to equalize his profits. 
He would 
probably have to work harder, but 
he would create 
so much m ore 
w ealth th a t 
the 
whole 
country 
would be benefitted. 
W e 
do not 
believe th a t increased banking facil­ 
ities have so greatly tended to ad­ 
vance prices by enabling the farm ­ 
ers to hold th eir crops until the 
m arket suits them . This m ight be 
tru e of individual years, bu t year 
in and year o u t th e fa n n e r would 
m ake enough mistakes 
to equalize 
results. 


Some of the 
reasons given are 
undoubtedly 
contributory 
causes, 
and m ore stress should 
certainly 
have been laid upon the low er pur­ 
chasing power 
of gold. 
N othing 
w hatever is said o f th e inflation of 
our currency, nor of inflation gen­ 
erally and particularly th a t repre­ 
sented by the enorm ous increase in 
o ar bank loans. 
A good deal m ust be forgiven the 
com m ittee when th ere were so m any 
toes on which it dared 
not tread. 
The tariff had to be 
w hitew ashed 
by its friends, and they are equally 
pledged to our present indefensible 
banking and currency system .

Do not put shoes and stockings on a 
baby until it is old enough to run about

WEST SWANSEY, N. H., July 14. 
Famed throughout 
the 
world of 
veggdom as “ King of the Burglars,” 
Charlie Adams, whose real name was 
Langdon W. Moore, is dead here af­ 
ter four years of peace with the law. 
His last words were: “This is the 
right kind of a finish; to go out 
among your friends." 
Moore was born in East Washing­ 
ton N. H . in 1840. 
Adams* name many years ago was 
famed in criminal annals. He engi­ 
neered many “breaks,” 
the 
most 
famous being the robbery of the 
Concord National bank at Concord 
in 1865, in wrhicb affair he was as­ 
sociated with “ English Harry,” one 
of the most skilful English cracks­ 
men that ever came across the At­ 
lantic. 
The two went in the bank while 
the cashier was at dinner and got 
the combination of the safe which 
the cashier had marked beside it in 
lead pencil. The next day, while the 
cashier was at dinner, Harry went in 
and took $306,000 from the vaults. 
Moore's next crime was the rob­ 
bery of the bank at Rockland, Me., 
in 1870. 
When Moore 
was 
arrested in 
Paulsboro, N. J., he gave the police 
$202,331 worth of booty. 
Moore's last robbery was that of 
the Warren institution for savings 
in 1880. For this he was given a 
ten year sentence and on another 
charge he got six more. The com­ 
bination kept him in prison until 
1895.
